SOME  THOUGHTS  ON  THE  NATURE  OF  GOD 

The  ideas  about  the  nature  of  God  presented 
in  this  paper  have  undoubtedly  been  well 
thought  out  and  diseussed  many  times.  I am 
in  no  position  tO'  make  a learned  theological 
presentation.  I do  not  think  the  human  under- 
standing is  able  to  grasp  the  magnitude  which 
might  characterize  God,  but  it  is  important  that 
we  make  some  effort  to  understand  the  mean- 
ing of  the  universe  and  our  place  within  it.  This 
is  an  attempted,  partial  statement  of  my  present 
view  as  a starting  place  for  thought  and  diseus- 
sion. 

The  theologians  say  God  is  omnipotent,  om- 
niscient and  omnipresent. 

Omnipotent  — all-powerful.  Does  this  mean 
that  all  power  or  force,  physical  as  well  as  spir- 
itual, is  of  God,  and  is  present  in  the  universe 
for  the  purpose  of  earrying  out  the  will  of  God? 
And  is  man  enabled  to  make  use  of  this  force, 
even  when  unaware  of  its  souree  or  purpose, 
beeause  he  is  “created  in  the  image  of  God”— 
because  he  is  also  of  God  and  God  yearns  for 
his  perfection? 

Omniscient  — all-knowing.  If  all  knowledge 
is  of  God,  does  the  same  line  of  reasoning  apply 
here  as  for  power? 

Omnipresent— everywhere  present.  I reeently 
read  the  statement  that  the  whole  universe  is 
present  in  a drop  of  dew.  An  eminent  modern 
seientist.  Dr.  Edmund  Sinnot,  using  laboratory 
findings,  appears  to  demonstrate  a spiritual 
component  imbedded  in  the  properties  of  pro- 
toplasm, the  basic  “stuff”  of  life.  All  matter  a]v 
pears  to  have  an  “intelligenee”  and  jnedictabil- 
ity  of  beliavior  which  is  not  necessarily  attrib- 
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utable  tO'  its  life  chemistry.  Do  we  aceept  the 
thesis  that  God  is  everywhere,  in  all  things? 

A favorite  book  of  mine  states  it  a little  dif- 
ferently. God  is  all  power,  all  intelligenee,  all 
substance.  What  is  substance,  real  substanee? 
When  an  artist  creates  a work,  is  the  real  thing 
the  objeet  whieh  he  creates  froan  matter,  or  the 
idea  to  which  he  tries  to  give  form?  When  a 
house  is  built,  is  the  real  house  that  which  is 
constructed  of  wood,  mortar,  glass  and  paint,  or 
the  concept  from  which  the  plans  were  drawn? 
Is  not  the  real  substance  the  idea  or  thought 
whieh  precedes  form  in  the  creative  process? 
Jesus  said,  “God  is  a Spirit,”  and  it  is  an  easy 
step  from  this  idea  to  the  thought  that  God  is 
all  substance,  or  omnipresent.  All  material  form 
as  we  know  it  beeomes  thereby  a manifestation 
of  God-thought  derived  from  the  Universal  God 
Substance.  There  is  mueh  more  to  be  said  here, 
however.  Our  thoughts  are  things,  and  have 
power  to  bring  forth  according  to  the  laws 
which  govern  the  universe.  The  thoughts  of  man 
sinee  the  “Fall”  have  hedged  us  about  with  sin, 
sickness,  even  death,  limitations  whieh  are  lost 
through  rebirth  into  Ghrist-consciousness. 

As  I see  it,  every  breath  we  breathe,  every 
step  we  take,  or  word  we  speak,  is  done  in  and 
through  the  power  and  intelligence  of  God, 
whether  we  know  it  or  not.  Spiritual  laws  of 
whieh  we  are  scarcely  aware  supersede  all  ma- 
terial laws  and  apply  their  eause  and  effeet  to 
all  of  us  all  the  time.  So'  long  as  we  continue 
to  live  on  a material  plane,  unaware  of  our  re- 
lationship to  God  or  our  essentially  spiritual 
nature,  we  will  inevitably  run  eounter  to  some 
of  these  laws  some  of  the  time.  It  we  are  to 
avoid  conflict  with  spiritual  laws  we  must  ori- 
ent our  lives  to  God.  We  must  cultivate  an 
awareness  of  God’s  power,  wisdom,  presenee. 
The  proverb  direets:  “In  all  thy  ways  aeknowl- 
edge  Him  and  He  will  direct  thy  paths.” 

Jesus  also  said,  “The  kingdom  of  heaven  is 
within  you.”  A man  who  becomes  aware  of  his 
relationship  to  the  things  of  the  spirit  can  learn 
to  abide  by  the  higher  spiritual  laws  and  as  Je- 
sus said,  may  do  greater  works  than  He. 

Our  conscious  approach  to  God  is  through 
the  Seed  of  God  in  our  hearts,  the  Light  M’ith- 
in,  the  Inward  Ghrist.  Isaac  Pennington  says  of 
his  first  meeting  for  worship  with  Friends  “.  . . 
I felt  the  jnesence  and  power  of  the  Most  High 
among  them.  . . ‘This  is  He,’  said  my  heart, 
‘whom  I ha\e  waited  for  and  sought  alter  from 
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my  childhood’  . . . But  some  may  desire  to 
know  what  I have  at  last  met  with.  I answer, 
I have  met  with  the  Seed.  (By  Seed  the  early 
Friends  meant  a part  of  the  divine  nature,  cap- 
able of  growth,  which  was  brought  into  the 
heart  of  man.)  . . I have  met  with  my  God 
. . . I have  met  with  the  Seed’s  Father,  and  in 
the  seed  I have  felt  Him  my  Father,  there  I 
have  read  His  nature,  His  love.  His  compas- 
sions, His  tenderness,  which  have  melted,  over- 
come and  changed  my  heart  before  Him.  . . 
And  I know  all  these  to  be  true  in  Him  that  is 
true,  and  am  capable  of  no  doubt,  dispute  or 
reasoning  in  my  mind  about  them,  it  abiding 
there  where  it  hath  received  the  full  assurance 
and  satisfaction.”  (Faith  and  Practice,  pp.  130- 
1)  Barclay  makes  the  statement  that  it  is  “heart 
knowledge”  and  not  “head  knowledge”  which 
reveals  the  nature  of  things  of  the  spirit. 

T.  S.  Brown,  in  the  January,  1957,  Friends 
Journal,  differentiates  between  God-mysticism 
and  Ghrist-mysticism.  God-mysticism,  quoting 
Albert  Schweitzer,  is  a “dead  thing”  whieh  can 
only  result  in  a passive  determination  of  man’s 
being,  an  absorption  into'  God.  Whereas,  Ghrist- 
mysticism  impels  the  believer  to  aceept  the 
Ghristian  ethic  as  the  life-principle  of  the  “king- 
dom” of  which  the  Ghristian  is  a eitizen.  Herein 
lies  the  difference  between  the  so-called  “world- 
denying”  faiths  and  Ghristianity.  Says  Thomas 
Brown,  “Ghrist-mysticism  we  can  keep  a firm 
hold  on  what  Ghrist  is  like  . . for  when  we 
pray  and  worship  God-as-revealed-in-Ghrist, 
healing,  liberating,  loving  in  the  uttermost,  our 
prayer  is  not  about  some  vague  formulary-ab- 
straction, but  is  the  confrontation  with  a Person. 
God  transposed  to  human  terms  is  Ghrist.”  To 
which  I add,  Ghrist  as  demonstrated  through  the 
person  of  Jesus. 

I hold  that  the  Ghrist  to  which  Jesus  the  man 
surrendered  his  will  (ego)  and  his  life,  is  the 
same  Seed  of  God  whieh  lies  within  the  heart  of 
all  mankind.  In  this  sense  God  is  everywhere 
present  in  humanity  as  soul  or  spirit,  in  addi- 
tion, perhaps,  to  constituting  the  universal  sub- 
stance from  which  our  material  forms  take 
shape.

SUFFER  THE  LITTLE  CHILDREN 

In  our  Meeting  at  Orange  Grove,  Pasadena, 
it  was  expected  that  during  the  first  fifteen 
minutes  of  the  worship  hour,  the  children  of 
the  Sunday  School  should  sit  with  their  parents, 
and  be  exposed  as  it  were  to  this  exercise  of 
meditation  and  worship.  At  one  period  in  our 
history  a Friend  felt  called  to  speak  to  the 
children  at  this  time,  and  did  so  very  aceep- 
tably  in  our  opinion.  However  when  she  left, 
there  was  no  prearrangement  for  this  part  of 
the  meeting. 


It  was  at  this  point  I became  uneasy,  be- 
cause how  could  active  children  be  expected 
to  be  quiet  for  fifteen  minutes.  I found  myself 
fussing  with  some  of  them,  and  hoping  the  first 
fifteen  minutes  would  soon  be  over,  and  we 
adults  could  settle  down  again.  I was  grateful 
when  someone  felt  called  to  speak  to  the  poor 
little  darlings,  forgetting  that  Almighty  God 
could  do  that,  too. 

Then  at  a meeting  of  Ministry  and  Gouncil 
a Friend  spoke  very  strongly  of  concentration  in 
worship,  that  it  was  a sharing  experience,  that 
we  should  be  able  to  live  above  distraction,  and 
unite  in  love  with  all  participants,  and  finally 
the  words  of  Jesus  himself,  “Suffer  the  little 
children  tO'  come  unto  me  and  forbid  them  not, 
for  of  such  is  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven.”  I realiz- 
ed then  I had  been  selfish.  I had  been  shutting 
out  these  little  seekers,  who  were  going  through 
a beginner’s  experience  in  feeling  for  God. 

As  Friedrich  von  Hugel  says  in  his  Life  of 
Prayer,  “There  is  no  doubt  that  the  prayer  of 
quiet— that  is,  a certain  formless  recollection 
and  loving  feeding  upon  the  sense  and  presence 
of  God— of  God  here  and  now— is  a most  legi- 
timate prayer.” 

When  I was  a child  it  was  thought  proper  that 
ehildren  sit  tlirough  the  whole  hour  of  worship. 
While  at  times  this  was  an  aggravating  ex- 
perience to  lively  children,  on  the  whole  the  dis- 
cipline was  salutary. 

As  I have  watched  our  children  of  the  Sunday 
School,  “growing  in  stature  and  in  favor  with 
God  and  Man”,  they  have  become  less  restive 
in  this  first  fifteen  minutes;  the  discipline  of 
quiet  has  been  operative;  they  have  listened 
better  to  those  who  might  have  a vocal  mes- 
sage for  them,  and  I think  the  ministry  of  shar- 
ing and  caring  has  grown.

TWO  AND  A HALF  WEEKS  "OBSERVING" 

I am  glad  for  the  chance  to  pass  on  a few 
impressions  gained  from  two  and  a half  weeks 
as  an  “observer”  with  the  Quaker  team  at  the 
United  Nations. 

I feel  that  the  moral  influence  of  this  organ- 
ization of  82  nations  continues  tO'  increase.  The 
U.N.  is  a dramatic  and  exciting  place  to  be, 
where  many  of  the  striking  figures  of  the  world 
—often  bitterly  opposed  in  debate— rub  should- 
ers in  the  lobbies.  As  interesting  side-light  is 
the  daily  raising  to  half-mast  of  the  nine  flags 
of  what  are  described  as  the  “assembly  of  cap- 
tive nations”  on  a black-painted  building  just 
across  from  the  plaza  where  the  82  flags  are 
displayed.  Under  the  nine  flags  is  a large  sign 
reading:  “United  Nations:  We  demand  with- 
drawal of  all  Soviet  troops  and  free  elections. 
Help  us.”  Under  this  are  the  names  of  nine  na- 
tions—Albania,  Bulgaria,  Czecho-slovakia,  Es- 
tonia, Hungary,  Latvia,  Lithuania,  Poland  and 
Rumania. 

I am  impressed  by  the  way  in  which  the  Se- 
curity Council,  which  was  supposed  to  be  the 
most  powerful  organ  of  the  U.N.,  has  declined 
in  its  influence,  while  that  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, where  all  nations  are  represented  at  all 
times,  has  risen  and  increased.  It  is  in  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  that  the  real  moral  strength  of 
world  opinion  is  felt. 

I am  also  impressed  by  the  increasing  pres- 
tige and  developing  role  of  the  Secretary  Gen- 
eral. More  and  more,  under  Dag  Hammar- 
skjold,  the  Secretary  General  figures  as  a diplo- 
mat able  to  represent  the  common  interests  of 
the  world  in  critical  situations. 

On  disarmament  it  appeared  to  me  that  the 
two  sides  are  closer  together  than  they  have 
ever  been,  and  yet  the  problems  are  more  com- 
plicated than  ever.  I felt  that  a “first  stage” 
agreement  would  not  probably  be  arrived  at 
soon;  but  I also  felt  that,  even  though  the  Rus- 
sians are  now  demanding  new  conditions,  no 
nation  would  want  to  discontinue  negotiations 
altogether.  (I  may  of  course  be  wrong!) 

It  appeared  to  me  that  American  policy  in 
the  Middle  East  as  represented  by  the  so-called 
“Eisenhower  Doctrine”  has  not  worked  well 
and  that  a more  positive  program  involving  a 
bold  regional  plan  of  technical  assistance, 
through  the  United  Nations,  ought  to  be  backed 
by  the  United  States. 

An  interesting  opportunity  of  the  U.N.  just 
now  is  the  chance  of  assuming  control  o\er  cer- 
tain international  areas,  not  now  controlled  by 
any  nation,  and  which  ought  never  to  be  con- 
trolled by  any  one  nation.  I refer  to  outer 
space,  the  Antartic  continent,  and  the  bed  of 
the  sea.  It  would  be  to  the  common  interest  of 
mankind  for  the  United  Nations  to  assert  re- 
sponsibility in  such  areas  as  these.

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TO  VENTURE  FORTH 

Probably  nothing  like  working  in  a new 
country  sends  a person  so  quickly  in  search  of 
atlases,  histories,  geographies  and  statistical  ref- 
erence books.  In  visiting  the  countries  of  Asia 
I found  my  knowledge  of  every  country  super- 
ficial and  often  incorrect.  I sometimes  think  it 
would  be  a great  adventure  to  start  my  career 
all  over  again  but  this  time  as  a history  teacher 
with  new  methods  to  prepare  young  people  for 
our  new  world.  Along  with  regular  book  ma- 
terials on  the  countries,  vocational  opportuni- 
ties might  be  considered.  All  one  needs  to  see 
the  world  is  the  desire,  coupled  with  prepara- 
tion for  being  useful.  If  boys  and  girls  in  their 
teens  or  earlier  came  to  know  foreign  students 
and  at  the  same  time  were  informed  about  the 
work  done  abroad  by  ehurches,  private  organi- 
zations, the  United  Nations,  and  various  depart- 
ment of  our  federal  government,  they  might  l:>e 
concerned  about  learning  to  speak  languages 
well  and  be  willing  to  take  the  basic  subjects 
necessary  for  the  specific  training  given  in  the 
universities.  All  through  Asia  and  Europe  one 
meets  Fulbright  scholars,  representatives  of 
foundations,  and  cultural  exchanges.  In  this 
work  quality  of  training  must  accompany  a con- 
cern to  serve.  Sometimes  one  finds  his  life-time 
career  in  a far  country. 

None^of  us  is  able  to  assess  our  own  successes 
or  failures,  but  we  can  see  and  appreciate  what 
others  do.  I am  filled  with  admiration  for  those 
I met  in  Hong  Kong,  Thailand,  India  and  Pakis- 
tan who  have  seen  a need  and,  in  trying  to 
meet  it,  felt  they  must  reside  there  and  be  a 
part  of  the  country.  They  make  available  for 
us  short-term  workers  a place  where  we  feel  we 
are  doing  something  constructive  and  most  im- 
portant of  all,  gives  us  a chance  to  see  people 
as  they  are.  I am  grateful  to  have  had  a per- 
sonal contact  with  all  classes  instead  of  a view 
of  those  in  the  market  places  from  a hotel  win- 
dow or  sight-seeing  bus.  My  eleven  months 
abroad,  especially  in  Japan  and  at  Friends  Cen- 
tre in  Dacca,  East  Pakistan,  were  so  full  of 
precious  experience,  I would  desire  something 
similar  for  everyone  who  wishes  tO'  venture 
forth.  Alany  Friends  will  go  while  they  are 
young  and  can  stay  longer  to  accomplish  more.

We  east  about  for  direetives 
and  wonder  just  how  different  we  want  to,  or 
can  afford  to,  make  our  lives  from  those  of  our 


distracted  neighbors.  Some  feel  that  they  must 
live  apart  from  society. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  key  to  this  problem 
lies  in  greater  awareness  of  our  true,  inner 
selves  and  more  frequent  communion  on  deep- 
er and  ever  deeper  levels  of  consciousness,  with 
the  constant  source  of  light,  serene  and  un- 
changing. In  this  way  one’s  pattern  of  living 
would  become  a unified  whole,  completely  sat- 
isfying, a fulfilment  that  would  leave  no  possi- 
bility of  a sense  of  deprivation  of  the  many 
things  not  included.  People  around  us  might 
wonder  very  often,  but  respect  the  evident  in- 
tegrity and  the  calm  self-assurance  resulting 
from  the  constant  communion  deep  within. 

Let  us  try  to  go  deeper  every  day  to  seek  the 
Light  that  makes  clear  the  way.

HALF-WAY  HOUSE 

The  Prison  Committee  of  the  Pacific  Southwest  Re- 
gional Office  of  the  American  Friends  Service  Commit- 
tee has  been  working  for  more  than  two  years  to  es- 
tablish a club-house-home  or  Half-way  House  for  pa- 
rolees and  men  recently  released  from  prison. 

The  purpose  of  the  project  is  to  provide  an  environ- 
ment where  gradual  change  may  take  place  from  the 
directed  and  organized  conditions  of  prison  to  the 
stress  of  life  on  the  outside.  Prison  Committee  mem- 
bers and  professional  people  in  the  field  feel  that  such 
a project  will  help  lessen  the  high  recidivism  which  now 
exists. 

The  necessary  finances  to  begin  the  project  have 
been  raised  and  a house  has  been  purchased.  The 
house  will  provide  a home  for  ten  men  guests  plus 
room  for  hobbies  and  living.  Also  there  are  additional 
separate  director’s  quarters,  and  the  director  may  have 
an  office  in  the  house. 

The  house  is  located  on  a main  Los  Angeles  boule- 
vard in  a nice  rooming  house  and  apartment  area  which 
is  slightly  interracial.  At  present  plans  are  on  foot  for 
the  employment  of  a suitable  director.  Elizabeth 
Steiner  of  Claremont  Meeting  is  chairman  of  the  Prison 
Committee:  Harold  Leader  is  chairman  of  the  project.

NEWS  FROM  HERE  AND  THERE 

Palo  Alto  Meeting  reports  in  its  N eivsletter  that  the 
Santa  Clara  County  Jail  Auxiliary,  which  was  started 
experimentally  nine  months  ago,  has  developed  so  that 
it  has  “reached  out  toward  its  30th  family.”  The  re- 
port continues:  “In  extreme  cases  we  have  saved  fam- 
ilies from  eviction,  restored  utility  services,  alleviated 
living  conditions  by  finding  beds  and  bedding,  and 
bought  food  for  literally  hungry  women  and  children. 
In  other  cases  where  loneliness  and  despair  rather  than 
material  needs  were  dominant,  we  have  helped  build 
morale  by  friendly  visits  and  small  gifts  of  flowers  and 
magazines.  Eormal  evidence  that  our  work  has  proven 
really  useful  lies  in  its  fimi  acceptance  by  the  Sheriff’s 
Department  and  the  Department  of  County  Welfare, 
both  of  which  now  gladly  cooperate  with  us.  Up  to 
the  present  time  we  have  been  supported  by  people 
who  guaranteed  us  $4  a month  for  6 months.  Many 
of  our  original  supporters  are  still  contributing,  but  we 
do  need  more  and  continuing  support.”  The  clerk  of 
Palo  Alto  meeting  is  Josephine  Duveneck,  Hidden  Vil- 
la, Los  Altos,  Calif.
